gram increased by 120 miles over 
last year. 
Chief Engineer Samuel Eckels to ­ 
day announced th at 
nearly 10,000 
railes of highway will be m aintained 
clear of snow and treated for slip- 
l»ery conditions 
Preparations for the annual b at­ 
tle w ith snowy highways have been 
going 
forward 
for 
nearly 
two 
m onths. 
This year the departm ent 
will mobilize 729 pieces 
of 
motor , 
equipm ent for plowing. Eckels said, 
which aie now undergoing m echan­ 
ical checks after the 
heavy 
con­ 
struction season. 
Each unit is be­ 
ing tuned and adjusted for winter 
work, with reserve gasoline tanks 
m ounted and ready. 
On Lincoln Highway 
For Use in the m ountainous sec­ 
tions the departm ent has distribut­ 
ed 410 trucks 
of Hie 
four-wheel- 
drive type. 
These 
high-powered 
units will push plows in the Alle­ 
gheny m ountains on 
the 
Lincoln. 
W illiam Penn and Roosevelt high­ 
ways, as well as on im portant feed­ 
er highways. They 
will 
also 
be 
available for emergency work on any 
section "snowed under." 
The list of equipm ent includes 603 
trucks equipped with the blade type 
of plows, fifty-five w ith "V * plows 
and eleven with rotary 
units. 
In 
addition seventy-eight tractors are 
fitted out with plows—eighteen of 
the rotary type and sixty “V” plows. 
Blade plows are used for all or­ 
dinary work but 
are ineffective in 
drifts. 
Here the "V” plow comes 
into play, breaking a trail th a t later 
is widened out by the blade plows. 
D rifts of unusual depth sometimes 
defy even the "V" 
plows. 
W hen 
this happens the "heavy artillery" 
is called out. rotary plows. 
Unlike 
th e others, rotary 
plows 
lift the 
snow* and throw* it clear of the road, 
not depending on pushing power. 
Use larg e Map 
In th e office of the equipm ent en­ 
gineer, who directs the snow -fight­ 
ing forces, is a large-scale map of 
Pennsylvania, reproducing the entire 
highway system. Counties, districts 
and sections are designated.
